To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee. 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Eighth  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  area  under  your 
control  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1936. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  12.0  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  as  compared  with  12.9  for  the  previous  year.  The 
birth  rate  for  1936  was  20.60  per  thousand  as  compared  with 
21.64  in  1935. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  76  per  thousand  births 
compared  with  63  last  year. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

An  important  feature  of  this  year’s  work  in  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Department  was  the  opening  of  the  new 
Central  Clinic  in  July,  a  plan  of  the  premises  together  with  a 
few  notes  as  to  general  arrangements  is  inserted  on  page  76 
of  this  report. 


The  attendances  at  the  Welfare  Centres  continue  to  increase, 
a  total  of  10,501  attendances  were  made,  as  against  10,181  for 
the  previous  year. 

In  order  that  the  nurses  could  devote  more  time  for  visiting, 
the  Council  appointed  a  full  time  Dental  Nurse  (Miss  C.  Read) 
which  relieved  the  Health  Visitors  from  the  Dental  Clinics.  As 
a  result  of  this  appointment  8287  visits  were  made  to  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  as  against  6650  visits  during  1935. 


The  overcrowding  survey  was  completed  at  the  end  of 
March  and  details  of  the  Survey  were  submittedto  your  Committee 
in  May. 

The  report  and  statistics  of  this  Survey  will  be  found  on 
Pages  43/48. 


Slum  Clearance. 

Progress  has  been  well  maintained  with  your  Slum  Clearance 
Programme. 

The  total  number  of  houses  declared  as  unfit  from  the 
commencement  of  your  five  years  programme  at  the  end  of 
December  1936,  is  1354.

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HEART  DISEASE. 

Heart  Disease  again  had  the  highest  number  of  deaths.  The 
number  was  81  giving  a  death  rate  of  2.2  per  1000,  compared  with 
76  deaths  and  a  death  rate  of  2.08  per  1000  for  1935. 

GANGER. 

The  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  Cancer  was  36  which 
gives  a  death  rate  of  1.00  per  1000  population.  The  corresponding 
figures  for  1935  were  48  deaths  and  a  rate  of  1.31. 

DEATHS  FROM  DIARRHOEA  (Under  two  years). 

There  were  6  deaths  from  this  disease  (4  males,  2  females), 
representing  a  death  rate  of  8.2  per  1000  live  births  or  10.7%  of 
the  total  infant  deaths.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  children  who  died  before  reaching  the  age  of 
one  year  was  57.  This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  76.3 
per  1000  births  as  compared  with  50  deaths  and  an  infantile 
mortality  rate  of  63.7  for  1935.

FOR  THE  AREA. 

HOSPITALS. 

A.  (1)  Fever.  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  other  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  are  sent  to  West  Bromwich  Isolation 
Hospital  and  to  other  local  hospitals  if  necessary. 

(2)  Smallpox.  Tipton  is  one  of  the  constituent  districts  of 
the  South  Staffordshire  Smallpox  Hospital  Board.  The 
Board’s  hospitals  is  at  Moxley,  near  Bilston. 

B.  Tuberculosis.  Treatment  is  provided  by  the  Staffordshire, 
Wolverhampton  and  Dudley  Joint  Committee  at  Dudley  and 
Wednesbury. 

The  Sanatoria  are  : — 

(а)  The  Limes,  Himley  (for  children). 

(б)  Groundslow,  Tittensor  (for  females). 

(c)  Prestwood,  Kingswinford  (for  males). 

(d)  Edge  View,  Kinver. 

The  Committee  also  arranges  for  the  admission  of 
patients  to  certain  Orthopaedic  Hospitals  and  to  Yarnheld 
Hospital,  Near  Stone. 

C.  Venereal  Diseases.  The  provision  for  the  treatment  of 
Venereal  Diseases  is  carried  out  under  the  County  Authority. 
Clinics  are  held  at  the  Guest  Hospital,  Dudley,  on  : — 

Tuesdays  ...  7  p.m.,  (males). 

Wednesdays  ...  3  p.m.,  (females). 

Fridays  ...  7  p.m.,  (males). 

Wassermann  and  other  investigations  are  carried  out  by 
the  County  Pathologist. 

D.  Maternity.  There  is  a  well-founded  home  in  the  district  but 
no  home  of  this  description  under  the  control  of  the  local 

Health  Authority.

E.  Children's  Hospital.  There  is  no  children’s  hospital  in  the 
district  but  children  are  received  into  the  Guest  Hospital, 
Dudley  and  the  Children’s  Hospital,  Birmingham.

report  : — 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

The  general  condition  of  the  whole  of  the  works  and 
machinery  has  been  maintained  at  a  high  standard,  and 
during  the  year  one  new  distributor  was  fixed  and  the 
cost  paid  out  of  Revenue.  The  renewal  of  at  least  six 
more  of  the  distributors  will  have  to  be  undertaken  during 
the  year,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Council  to  provide 
a  sufficient  sum  to  cover  the  cost.  The  standard  of 
purification  has  remained  high  in  spite  of  excessive  flows 
of  sewage  to  the  works,  during  the  Autumn  and  early 
winter  months.  The  sludge  digestion  plant  has  been  in 
operation  for  approximately  nine  months,  and  is  proving 
highly  satisfactory.  All  gas  required  for  driving  the 
plant  and  lighting  the  engine  house  has  been  produced  by 
the  plant,  and  the  surplus  gas  has  been  allowed  to  escape 
to  the  air.  Some  difficulty  may  be  experienced  during 
extremely  cold  winters,  and  it  is  intended  to  provide 
additional  facilities  for  heating  the  sludge.  The  volume 
of  dry  sludge  has  been  reduced  by  half,  and  the  quality 
of  same  very  greatly  improved,  and  at  the  moment 
there  is  very  little  surplus  sludge  for  disposal  at  the 
works. 

SEWERS— FOUL  AND  STORM  WATER. 

A  scheme  for  the  construction  of  a  relief  sewer  from 
Ocker  Hill  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  has  been 
prepared,  approved  by  the  Council,  and  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  whose  sanction  to  the  loan  is 
awaited.  The  collapse  of  a  portion  of  the  main  sewer  in 
Horseley  Heath  was  discovered  during  the  Summer, 
apparently  caused  by  the  presence  of  a  section  of  runn¬ 
ing  sand.  The  broken  section  was  cut  out,  and  new 
pipes  supported  on  a  concrete  raft  were  laid  in  place 
thereof,  and  no  further  trouble  has  been  experienced 
since. 

No  serious  stoppage  has  occured  on  the  storm 
water  sewers  during  the  year. 

BR00KC0URSE3. 

The  whole  of  the  brookcourses  in  the  District  have 
been  regularly  cleansed,  and  I  am  once  again  able  to 
report  that  no  flooding  has  occurred  on  the  line  of  any 
one  of  them.  A  portion  of  the  brookcourse  at  the  rear 
of  Toll  End  Road  has  been  piped,  and  is  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.

Owing  to  delay  in  negotiations  between  the  Council 
and  the  L.M.  &  S.  Railway  Company,  the  tender  for 
piping  the  brookcourse  near  Bloomfield  Road,  was 
withdrawn  by  the  successful  Contractor,  and  at  the  time 
of  writing  this  report  negotiations  had  not  even  yet  been 
completed. 

The  scheme  for  the  piping  of  the  brookcourse  at  the 
rear  of  houses  in  Alexandra  Road,  is  still  awaiting  the 
sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

A  portion  of  the  Groveland  brook  at  the  rear  of 
Cleton  Street,  Dudley  Port,  has  been  piped  in,  by  Direct 
Labour,  and  the  cost  of  same  equally  divided  between 
my  Council  and  the  Rowley  Regis  Corporation. 

ERECTION  OF  HOUSES. 

The  erection  of  houses  by  Private  Enterprise  has 
shown  a  further  increase  on  1935,  the  totals  being  110 
as  against  95.  When  the  totals  of  27  houses  erected 
during  1933,  and  51  in  1934,  are  compared  the  progress 
is  more  clearly  indicated.  There  were  76  houses  in 
course  of  erection  at  the  31st  December,  1936,  and  from 
plans  submitted,  it  is  quite  certain  that  1937  will  prove 
an  even  more  progressive  year  than  the  present  one.  The 
Council  can  look  with  pleasure  on  this  aspect  of  housing, 
as  it  is  obviously  assisting  them  in  their  Housing  Pro¬ 
gramme,  and  is  at  the  same  time  providing  accommoda¬ 
tion  within  the  Urban  District  for  people  working  in  the 
town  who  are  now  having  to  travel  night  and  morning 
to  and  from  their  homes. 


PARKS. 

Two  additional  Lodges  at  Victoria  Park  and  one 
additional  Lodge  at  Jubilee  Park  have  been  built  by 
Direct  Labour  during  the  year.  These  additional  Lodges 
give  the  necessary  control  over  areas  of  the  Parks,  which 
are  at  present  too  far  removed  from  the  main  Lodge,  to 
be  properly  supervised,  and  the  gardens  and  flower  beds 
attached  thereto,  help  in  making  the  Parks  attractive. 

Work  has  been  proceeding  during  the  year  on  the 
levelling  and  covering  of  an  area  of  Jubilee  Park  to 
provide  an  additional  football  pitch,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  will  be  available  for  play  during  the  1937-38 
Season. 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  construction  of  an 
additional  Pavilion  in  Victoria  Park,  the  cost  of  which 
is  being  met  out  of  Revenue. 
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COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

The  whole  of  the  house  refuse  is  still  disposed  of  on 
the  “  Bradford  System  ”  of  tipping,  and  from  tests 
carried  out  at  frequent  intervals,  it  has  become  apparent 
that  the  work  is  being  efficiently  carried  out.  During 
the  year  the  new  system  of  collection  by  Mechanical 
Horses  and  Trailers  has  been  in  operation,  and  although 
a  number  of  mechanical  breakdowns  have  occurred,  it 
has  proved  both  efficient  and  economical.  The  adoption 
of  this  system  did  not  cause  the  displacement  of  any 
men,  and  has  made  possible  the  more  frequent  collection 
of  the  contents  of  domestic  bins. 

The  total  amount  of  dry  refuse  collected  and  tipped 
based  on  test  weighings,  amounted  to  14,126  tons,  and, 
502  tons  of  wet  refuse  have  been  collected  and  disposed 
of. 


The  above  figures  give  a  daily  tonnage  of  38.7  tons 
per  day.  (365  days  to  the  year). 

During  the  year  6,339  street  gullies  have  been 
emptied  and  flushed,  and  819  loads  of  refuse  taken  there¬ 
from  have  been  tipped.

Inspector. 


During  the  year  under  review  the  amount  of  work  imposed  on 
this  department  under  the  Housing  Acts  has  been  very  heavy  and 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  and  improve  the  rate  of 
progress  of  slum  clearance.  A  study  of  the  following  tables  will 
no  doubt  make  one  realise  the  tremendous  problem  which  a  Local 
Authority  of  the  size  of  Tipton  has  now  to  cope  with  and  the 
progress  made  up  to  the  present  time  is  one  the  Council  can  well 
feel  proud  of. 

During  the  year  one  Clearance  Inquiry  was  held  in  respect 
of  15  clearance  areas,  and  confirmation  of  the  Council’s  orders 
was  obtained.

Mr.  C.  R.  Gallie,  Housing  Director  reports  as  follows  : — 

Housing. 

The  provision  of  houses  by  the  Local  Authority 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  during  the  year  shews  a 
large  increase  on  1935.  approximately  450  houses  being 
completed  in  the  twelve  months.  This  progress  is  very 
satisfactory  and  is  due  to  the  manner  in  which  the  Council 
have  dealt  with  the  various  contracts  brought  forward, 
and  the  prompt  way  in  which  the  Ministry  of  Health 
have  approved  the  sanctions. 

The  number  of  houses  at  present  in  course  of  erection 
and  which  will  be  started  in  the  very  near  future  is 
357,  a  greater  portion  of  these  it  is  anticipated,  will  be 
completed  well  before  the  end  of  1937. 

The  Council  are  now  building  a  number  of  four 
bedroomed  houses  with  floor  areas  ranging  from  868  to 
1,134  superficial  feet,  to  accommodate  the  various  num¬ 
ber  of  persons  in  the  large  families. 

Three  new  sites  have  been  purchased  by  the  Council 
and  the  work  of  levelling  and  constructing  roads  and 
sewers  will  be  commenced  in  a  short  time.  Twenty 
acres  of  one  of  these  sites  is  for  Slum  Clearance  houses 
under  the  act  of  1930,  and  will  eventually  accommodate 
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approximately  250  houses.  The  other  two  sites  total 
72  acres  and  are  intended  for  non-subsidy  houses,  a 
number  of  which  will  be  of  a  larger  type  than  usual  with 
improved  elevations  and  the  necessary  space  for  garage 
accommodation. 

It  is  anticipated,  allowing  for  reasonable  weather 
conditions,  that  the  excellent  progress  made  during 
1936  will  be  maintained  in  1937.

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OVERCROWDING. 

(Extracts  from  joint  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  May,  1936). 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

Inquiry  was  made  of  7489  houses  of  a  type  suit¬ 
able  for  use  by  persons  of  the  working  classes  and  this 
number  was  found  to  accommodate  7962  families.  In 
addition,  1083  visits  were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
The  total  number  of  7489  is  exclusive  of  526  houses 
which  have  not  been  visited,  as  these  houses  have  been 
condemned  under  Part  I  and  II.  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1930,  and  are  now  being  re-housed  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930.  The  total  number 
of  houses  in  the  district  found  to  be  overcrowded  was 
833  or  11 . 1%.  Of  this  number  329  or  4.4%  will  event¬ 
ually  be  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  leaving 
a  total  of  504  or  6.7%  requiring  to  be  dealt  with.  The 
above  mentioned  number  of  504  houses  requiring  to  be 
dealt  with  is  made  up  as  follows  : —

Overcrowding  in  respect  of  the  327  Council  houses 
has  been  caused  in  47  houses  by  accommodating  sub¬ 
tenants  and  in  18  by  lodgers,  and  in  addition  there  are 
a  further  56  Council  houses  with  sub-tenants  which  are 
not  overcrowded. 

There  are  370  sub-tenants  in  private  dwelling-houses 
and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  the  time  of  survey, 
337  houses  were  found  to  contain  adult  persons  of  the 
opposite  sexes  sleeping  in  the  same  bedrooms  although 
owing  to  the  standard  not  being  a  “  bedroomed  stand¬ 
ard  ”  provision  to  remedy  this  intermingling  of  sexes  is 
made  by  the  use  of  the  living  rooms. 

There  were  33  houses  found  to  be  unoccupied  and 
it  will  be  necessary  to  make  a  survey  of  201  houses  at 
some  future  date  owing  to  the  likelihood  of  the  families 
being  overcrowded  by  age  increases  etc. 

The  percentage  of  overcrowding  in  respect  of  all 
houses  in  the  Wards  varies  from  the  low  figure  of  6.4% 
in  Burnt  Tree  to  the  highest  figure  of  14.8%  in  Tipton 
Green. 
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The  total  number  of  habitable  rooms  of  the  7489 
houses  visited  was  30,148  of  4.0  rooms  per  house.  Of 
the  houses  visited  there  were  17  consisting  of  one  room, 
522  of  two  rooms,  1723  of  three  rooms,  3184  of  four 
rooms,  1214  of  five  rooms  and  829  with  more  than  five 
rooms.

(a)  Smallpox.  No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  within  the  district 
during  the  year. 

(b)  Scarlet  Fever.  There  was  a  decrease  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases 
during  the  year  99  cases  being  notified  compared  with  128 
for  1935. 

(c)  Diphtheria.  There  was  also  a  considerable  decrease  of 
Diphtheria  cases,  87  being  notified  to  the  department  com¬ 
pared  with  109  for  1935.  There  were  5  deaths  from  this 
disease. 

(d)  Puerperal  Pyrexia.  There  were  6  cases  notified  during  the 
year. 

(e)  Pneumonia.  90  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  during 
the  year  and  there  were  41  deaths  compared  with  96  notifica¬ 
tions  and  38  deaths  for  the  year  1935.

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MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

CLINIC  PREMISES. 

The  following  is  a  short  description  of  the  general  arrange¬ 
ments  of  the  New  Central  Clinic. 

“  A  large  waiting  hall  forms  the  central  feature,  and 
access  to  the  various  offices  is  along  corridors  leading  off  the 
waiting  hall  in  the  form  of  a  quadrangle. 

At  one  end  of  the  waiting  hall  is  the  weighing  and 
ophthalmic  room  in  which  is  installed  the  latest  type  of 
instrument  for  eye  testing,  and  an  Alpine  sun  lamp  for  treat¬ 
ment  of  various  diseases  by  the  application  of  ultra-violet 
rays.  This  is  suitable  for  irradiation  to  patients  singly  or  in 
groups.  The  room  is  divided  from  the  waiting  hall  by  a 
sliding  and  folding  partition,  which,  when  occasion  demands, 
can  be  enlarged  for  lectures  or  meetings. 

Economy  has  been  carefully  considered  and  not  with¬ 
standing  the  fact  that  everything  is  provided,  both  in  the 
way  of  accommodation  and  equipment  for  a  modern  and 
up-to-date  clinic,  the  cost  is  remarkably  low.  The  building, 
together  with  equipment,  has  cost  £4980.”

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT 

OF  TIPTON. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  third  report  on  the  Sanitary  administra¬ 
tion  for  the  year  1936.  The  year  has  been  an  exeptionally  busy 
one  and  important  new  demands  have  been  made  on  the  depart¬ 
ment  by  the  new  Overcrowding  provisions  ;  the  administration 
of  the  Shops  Act  in  respect  to  Health  and  comfort  of  the  workers  ; 
and  the  increasing  work  of  meat  and  food  inspection. 

The  report  is  divided  into  sections  as  last  year,  and  comments 
made  were  called  for.  The  amount  of  work  performed  by  the 
Inspectors  under  the  Housing  Acts  has  been  considerable,  but 
nevertheless  it  is  gratifying  to  record  a  progressive  improvement 
in  all  the  other  branches  of  work. 

The  progress  under  the  Housing  Act  in  respect  of  slum  clear¬ 
ance  continues  according  to  the  5  year  programme  submitted  ; 
it  is  however  unfortunate  that  owing  to  the  large  amount  of 
overcrowding  found  from  the  survey,  the  Minister  of  Health  has 
not  as  yet  fixed  the  “  Appointed  day  ”  for  overcrowding  for  this 
district,  with  the  result  that  a  number  of  large  families  from 
surrounding  districts  have  and  are  being  placed  in  houses  and 
rooms  thus  aggravating  the  overcrowded  conditions. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Committee  for  their  confidence,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  his  encouragement  and  support,  and  the  whole  of  the 
staff  for  their  splendid  service.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

There  are  10  registered  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  two 
of  which  are  attached  to  bacon  curing  factories  ;  one  of  these 
factories  being  supervised  by  a  Veterinary  Officer. 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  sanitary  inspectors  who  are  all 
qualified  meat  inspectors  during  the  year  under  review  was  548 
and  in  addition  17  visits  were  paid  to  private  premises  in  respect 
of  pig  killing. 

The  number  of  animals  inspected  was  25,742  made  up  as 
follows: — Beasts  1096;  Calves,  294;  Pigs,  21,895;  Sheep, 
2457. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  condemned  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  was  : — 30  tons,  17  cwts.,  0  lbs.

SAMPLING  OF  MILK  for  examination  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle 

Bacilli,  Bacterial  Count  etc. 

5  Samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle 
bacilli  during  the  year  and  in  each  case  the  result  was  negative. 

14  samples  of  milk  were  also  examined  for  bacterial  content 
and  in  2  cases  it  was  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  firms 
concerned  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  milk  and  in  3 
other  cases  the  unsatisfactory  results  of  the  examination  were 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Authority  in  whose  area  the  dairy  was 
situated. 

4  samples  of  milk  obtained  at  the  farms  were  submitted  to  a 
sediment  test  and  in  each  case  the  samples  proved  very  satis 
factory. 

The  following  table  summarises  the  results  of  the  bacterioloj- 
cal  examinations  of  the  19  samples  obtained.

Two  temporary  licenses  granted  in  1935  were  discontinued 
and  the  premises  closed  down.

At  the  instigation  of  this  Department,  two  Fish  Friers 
premises  were  structurally  altered  and  fitted  up  on  most  modern 
lines. 


SHOPS  ACTS,  1912/1934. 

The  administration  of  the  whole  of  the  Shops  Acts  was  taken 
over  by  this  department  during  the  middle  of  the  year,  including 
the  Act  of  1934  which  imposed  new  duties  respecting  the  health 
and  comfort  of  shop  workers.  During  the  year  303  shops  were 
inspected,  and  44  revisits  paid.  On  inspection  it  was  found  that 
the  standard  on  the  whole  for  sanitary  and  other  accommodation 
is  rather  a  poor  one  and  owners  and  occupiers  have  been  inter¬ 
viewed  regarding  the  provision  of  proper  sanitary  and  washing 
accommodation  ;  provision  for  meals  and  ventilation  of  shops, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  much  progress  will  have  been  made  in  this 
direction  during  1937.  The  administration  of  the  Shops  Acts  as 
regards  keeping  records  in  relation  to  the  employment  of  Young 
Persons  and  the  exhibiting  of  notices  where  assistants  are  em¬ 
ployed  appears  to  have  been  very  lax,  as  in  29  shops  no  records 
were  kept  and  in  59  shops  no  notices  were  exhibited  ;  these  shops 
are  now  complying  with  the  Act. 

Numerous  complaints  have  been  received  from  shop  keepers 
in  respect  of  the  practice  of  selling  commodities  from  Council 
houses  with  some  cause  for  justification.  The  selling  of  goods 
from  Council  houses  is  on  the  increase  and  should  in  my  opinion, 
be  prohibited  and  the  terms  of  tenancy  strictly  enforced. 
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It  was  found  necessary  durin ;  the  year  to  prosecute  four 
shopkeepers  for  infringements  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  in 
respect  of  hours  of  closing. 

During  the  coming  year  the  following  Acts  will  come  into 
operation  : — 

The  Retail  Meat  Dealers  (Sunday  Closing)  Act,  1936. 

The  Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Restriction)  Act,  1936. 

TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  in  respect  of  caravans  totalled  61, 
and  it  was  found  necessary  on  on  occasion  to  take  legal  action 
for  the  removal  of  a  number  of  vans  from  a  certain  part  of  the 
district. 

During  the  year  the  department  took  advantage  of  the  clauses 
in  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  relating  to  caravans,  and  demolition 
orders  were  placed  on  19  of  these  vans  which  had  been  situated 
in  the  district  for  a  period  of  more  than  two  years.  Up  to  the 
present  time  three  families  have  been  rehoused  in  Council  houses 
and  the  vans  occupied  by  these  families  have  been  destroyed  by 
hre  to  prevent  the  material  being  utilised  after  demolition,  as  in 
every  case  the  vans  were  found  to  be  infested  by  vermin.  The 
Council  are  providing  the  furniture  for  these  families  on  removal 
to  Council  houses  on  a  weekly  payment  system.  It  is  hoped  that 
all  the  displaced  families  from  these  vans  will  be  rehoused  at  a 
very  early  date. 

OVERCROWDING. 

The  advent  of  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  in  relation  to  Over¬ 
crowding  is  to  be  welcomed  as  it  does  at  last  definitely  establish  a 
national  standard,  and  although  it  has  caused  a  tremendous 
amount  of  work  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  an 
important  point  to  remember  is  that  the  survey  undertaken  has 
enabled  one  to  ascertain  the  housing  conditions  of  a  substantial 
proportion  of  the  population  of  the  district.  Referring  to  the 
results  ot  the  survey  as  shewn  on  pages,  44  to  48  It  will  be  seen 
that  in  this  area  the  number  of  families  exceeds  the  number  of 
structurally  separate  houses  to  a  fair  degree,  and  also  there  is 
an  urgent  need  for  the  building  of  four  or  more  bedroom  type  of 
pouses. 

Owing  to  the  large  percentage  of  overcrowding  found  in  the 
area  the  “  Appointed  Day  ”  has  not  yet  been  fixed  by  the  Minister 
of  Health  and  a  considerable  amount  of  work  is  still  requiring  to 
be  carried  out  by  this  department  in  anticipation  of  that  date. 
In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  laid  down  in  circulars 
from  the  Minister  of  Health  in  connection  with  the  removal  oj 
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displaced  families  from  slum  clearance  areas,  it  has  been  found 
possible  during  1936  to  relieve  overcrowding  in  a  number  of  cases 
on  the  lines  suggested.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  from  1931  to  the  end  of  1936, 
206  families  have  been  relieved  from  overcrowding  through  the 
advent  of  slum  clearance. 

DISINFECTION. 

During  the  year  the  household  effects  of  315  families  were 
disinfested  by  means  of  a  gaseos  Cyanide  preparation  (Hydrocyanic 
Acid)  making  a  total  of  962  since  the  commencement  of  the 
scheme. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  old  furniture  van  was  scrapped 
and  a  new  Lawson  Overtype  van  with  a  cubic  capacity  of  1,100 
feet  obtained.  This  van  was  altered  and  fitted  with  the  necessary 
electrical  equipment,  fan  etc.,  for  heating  and  dissemination  of 
gas  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  this  department  for  the  disinfestation 
of  furniture  etc.,  and  is  proving  most  economical  and  efficient 
as  it  enables  the  local  authority,  owing  to  the  large  cubic  capacity 
of  the  van  to  remove  the  household  effects  of  two  houses  at  one 
journey.  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  only  efficient  method 
of  disinfestation  up  to  the  present  time  is  by  Cyanide  gas.  It 
was  found  necessary  to  disinfect  109  occupied  dwellinghouses 
during  the  year  for  vermin,  and  this  was  done  by  various  insect¬ 
icides,  owing  to  the  dangers  of  treating  occupied  houses  by  Cyanide. 
204  houses  were  disinfected  by  Sulphur  Dioxide  after  cases  of 
infectious  disease. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  with  the  exception  of  25  closets 
on  the  conservancy  system,  all  the  houses,  factories  and  workshops 
were  on  the  water  carriage  system.  The  number  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  further  reduced  to  17.  This  was  accounted  for  by 
reason  of  : — 

(a)  7  closets  on  the  conservancy  system  abated  through 

slum  clearance. 

(b)  1  Midden  Privy  converted  to  fresh  water  carriage  system. 

Ultimately  this  number  will  be  further  reduced  with  the 
continued  progress  of  slum  clearance. 
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SCHOOLS. 

During  the  year  the  closet  accommodation  of  both  the  boys 
and  girls  departments  of  one  of  the  schools  was  abolished  and  new 
and  additional  closets  on  the  fresh  water  carriage  system  installed. 
There  is  at  present  only  one  school  under  the  Local  Authority 
with  unsuitable  sanitary  accommodation.  These  closets  are  on 
the  trough  system  and  a  report  on  the  desirability  of  abolishing 
these  closets  is  being  submitted  to  the  Education  Committee. 

ENTERTAINMENT  PLACES. 

All  the  Cinemas  in  the  district  were  visited  during  the  year 
and  in  two  instances  it  was  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  the 
defective  and  insanitary  condition  of  the  water  closet  accommoda¬ 
tion.  In  both  cases  the  defects  were  remedied  after  informal 
notices  from  this  department. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

During  the  year  under  review  it  was  found  necessary  to  visit 
seven  firms  in  respect  of  the  emission  of  black  smoke. 

In  one  case  smoke  consuming  apparatus  was  installed  and 
in  the  remaining  cases  advice  was  tendered  to  the  stokers  as  to 
the  principles  of  proper  hring,  etc. 

CANAL  BOATS. 

53  boats  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  with  the  exception 
of  one,  all  the  boats  were  found  to  be  in  good  repair,  clean  and 
habitable.  A  complaint  note  was  forwarded  to  the  owner  in  one 
case  calling  attention  to  contravention  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations. 
The  complaint  in  question  was  remedied.  No  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  have  been  discovered  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to 
institute  any  legal  proceedings. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  to  Factories  and  Workshops  during 
the  year  was  72  as  against  52  in  the  previous  year.  Five  notices 
were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  drawing  attention 
to  sanitary  defects  in  factories  and  the  remaining  fourteen 
nuisances  in  Workshops  were  observed  in  the  course  of  routine 
inspection.
